Day 53 | Monday | March 16 | Luke 9 Jesus give disciples authority of demons, 
proclaim the good news, and heal; King Herod: John resurrected?; feeding of 5,000; 
Peter declare Jesus as Messiah regardless what others have called him; prediction of 
death and resurrection; Transfiguration where Jesus, God, Moses, Elijah show up with 
the disciples; Jesus come off the mountain top and heals a demoniac; another 
prediction of this death; greatest - have faith like a little child; Samaritan village does 
not receive Jesus because he is going to Jerusalem; can you put away your worries 
and follow Jesus? 

Day 54 | Tuesday | March 17 | Luke 10 | Sending out of 70 disciples; woes to cities; 
return of the 70 with joy and excitement; good Samaritan; visit to Mary and Martha 

Day 55 | Wednesday | March 18 | Luke 1 1 | The Lord's prayer; be persistent in 
prayer; Jesus not the devil; blessed that Jesus was born; Noah's example; light; Jesus 
denounces fake piety. 

Day 56 | Thursday | March 19 | Luke 12 | Jesus is speaking to his disciples and a large 
crowd of people come to hear him - watch for religious leaders, don't worry about 
material possessions, you have what you need for now and to eternity, stop worrying, 
I will come again when you don't expect it, watch the signs but be careful, be just in 
all things. 

Day 57 | Friday | March 20 | Luke 13 | Jesus is speaking to his disciples and a large 
crowd of people come to hear him - turn around, change your ways, the Kingdom is at 
hand, story of the fig tree; heals a woman on Sabbath; mustard seed and yeast; enter 
the narrow way; Jerusalem, Jerusalem, you kill the prophets and stone to death those 
sent to you! How often I wanted to gather your children together the way a hen 
gathers her chicks under her wings! But you were not willing!
